in th is country, of which IO billion 
are located w ithin the boundaries of 
C alifornia. 
T he trouble is th at th e heartw ood 
of th e incense cedar is comm only 
honey-com bed by a dry ro t w hich 
m akes a large p a rt of it valueless 
for tim ber. 
On account of this, ex­ 
perienced lum berm en consider in­ 
cense ced ar an inferior tree, and fre­ 
quently reduce estim ates by SO to 
50 per c e n t 
It costs as m uch to 
bring to m ark et a diseased tree as 
a sound one, and lum berm en hesitate 
to w ork w ith a wood w hich gives 
such a large average loss. 
Dr. John S. Boyce, of th e B ureau 
of P lant Industry, U nited S tates De­ 
p artm en t of A griculture, has finished 
a very com plete study of th is dry 
ro t of incense cedar- 
Publish Results 
The re su lts as published in D epart

Eight hundred boxes 
of oranges 
and 400 boxes of lemons were placed 
in the refrigerator com partm ent of 
i he vessel, while another 800 boxes 
were shipped under ventilation, air 
being admitted through 
the 
ship 
funnels. L ester Wr. Collins, refrigera­ 
tion technologist 
for 
the 
United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture, is 
in charge of the equipment for tak­ 
ing the tem perature of the fruit com­ 
partm ents every hour of the voyage 
with an electrical device. 
Tested out last week at the offices 
of the exchange, the device 
proved 
its ability to indicate the tem pera­ 
tures of boxes of fruit placed in dif­ 
ferent parts of the building. 
The 
trick is done by extending a cluster 
of cables from the boxes to the indi­ 
cator box. 
At one end of the cables 
is a spike not unlike a telephone 
switchboard plug. 
These spikes are 
stuck into oranges and lemons, and 
the cables are ied through a sealed 
opening to the indicator box or m et­ 
er in another room. 
The government experts say it is 
oossible to secure accurate tem pera­ 
ture reading on each box every hour 
on the trip. 
The boat expects to 
make the journey to New* York in 
fifteen to eighteen days, 
which 
is 
practically the same tim e made in 
freight shipments. 
For the sake of 
determ ining the practicability of such 
shipping methods, it is advisable to 
take tem peratures at. various points 
along the route, particularly in the 
warm zone adjacent to the Panama 
Canal and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Officials of the exchange are of 
the opinion th at citrus fruits can 
be successfully shipped via the Canal

WASHINGTON, Jan. IO.—A chance 
to cash in on army training received 
by men who rose to non-missioned 
rank during the war is announced 
in an order sent today to all recruit­ 
ing officers throughout the United 
States, a* number of sergeant instruc­ 
tors are needed for infantry and field 
artillery to be detailed at once to 
duty with national guard units.

WARSAW, Jan. IO.—Poland hoped 
to start reconstruction work last 
summer; but the Bolshevikl inva­ 
sion succeeded in reaching Warsaw, 
shattered every hope of a brighter 
year. 
Hundreds of thousands of acres of 
food crops were ruined by the Soviet 
occupation which took place just at 
harvest time. 
Today Poland is in 
the midst of a terrible winter, almost 
Arctic In its severity, with a very 
serious coal shortage. 
Ten million 
tons of coal are needed at once, ac­ 
cording to official 
estimates that 
have been 
carefully checked 
by 
American officials here. 
The grain shortage is even worse. 
Poland must purchase 3,500 cars of 
(grain from America and 15,000 cars 
from 
Roumania, 
paying the Rou- 
mainians 4,500,000,000 Polish marks. 
Gas Cut Off. 
Wherefore the cos. of bread must 
j be increased to the working people 
of this hard pressed land, which the 


J Bolsheviks of Moscow and the Ger- 
; mans are trying to capture, using a 
I hundred skillful devices for crushing 
I the none too strong Polish govern- 
i ment.

any winter in history. 
Typhus feyer 
' was brought Westward from the far 
away Ural Mountains and the dark 
provinces of Russia, when the Czar's 
millions overran Poland in 1914 on 
their futile attempt to reach Berlin. 
Since 1914 suffering from typhus 
has been indescribable. 
While only 
about seven per cent of Polish suf­ 
ferers die from typhus, the mortality 
J among Americans 
and 
Europeans 
who contract the disease is eighty 
; per cent. 
For this reason the West­ 
ern European powers. France and 
| England especially, realize the dan- 
J ger of a typhus-ridden Poland to the 
I remainder of Europe. 
America Fights Disease. 
America, however, took the lead in 
i fighting typhus, sending to Poland 


j the largest relief expedition ever or­ 
ganized. composed of 500 American 
soldiers 22 officers under Colonel
